AGAWAM - Union contracts and over- 
flowing department head salaries could be 
key targets of the Ad Hoc Reorganization 
Committee, which met with its full member- 
ship for the first time last Wednesday, Feb. 
23 at the Agawam Public Library. 

Using the mayor’s $85,000 a year salary 
as a benchmark for comparing other 
salaries in the town, Committee Chairman 
and City Councilor Dennis Perry reported 
that several department heads were making 
more than the mayor, including several 
who make in excess of $100,000 per year. 

Among higher earners are the chief of 
police, $158,000 per year; the fire chief, 
$159,000 per year; the Department of Public 
Works Superintendent, approximately 
$110,000; the 
town’s treasurer, 
approximately 
$113,000, and the 
network adminis- 
trator for the 
town, $92,000.

Perry believes 
the salaries of 
department heads 
need to come under control and the city 
council may want to consider changing job 
descriptions and redefining the positions in 
order to re-establish the position at a more 
reasonable salary. 

In their first meeting, cuts in staffing and 
cross-training were discussed, but not con- 
sidered the first option. Perry said there is 
still lot more information to gather. 

“We need to evaluate the information and 
decide as a group if there is a way to consoli- 
date,” he said. 

After a review of the salaries, the commit- 
tee agreed that bringing the department 
heads’ salaries to a more reasonable level is

Firefighters take fundraising to next level 
Stair climb in Springtield this Saturday

lhey’ve done it before, but this year 

| they want to do it faster. Area fire- 
fighters are challenging each other 

to raise money for a good cause this 
weekend, as they participate in the 
American Lung Association’s annual 
Fight for Air Climb in Springfield 


Saturday, March 5. 


This year, Agawam Fire Department 
will send its own team of four members to 
step up to the challenge. Firefighter/para- 
medics Jim Kalbaugh, John Pollock, Marc 
Pereira and Mike Deflippi have committed 
to participating in the event, which is held 
annually in Springfield and Worcester. A 
fifth member, Mike Penders, may join the 
team on Saturday, said Kalbaugh. His par- 


ticipation is still pending. 


Kalbaugh said he has done the race for 
the past two years with Springfield Fire 


Department, but that this is the first time 
Agawam has a team going. 

The course is 48 flights of stairs (24 
floors) for a total of 528 steps, and fire- 
fighters compete in full turnout gear 
including air pack and masks. Firefighters 
can go at their own pace, with new 
climbers starting every three minutes and 
Kalbaugh said Agawam firefighters are up 
to the challenge. 

Because fitness is an important aspect 
of the firefighters’ jobs, the stair climb 
provides the team with the opportunity to 
stay in shape (they have been training 
anywhere from the last three to six 
months), but also allows them to promote 
firefighter wellness and safety. 

“The fitness level for firefighters should 
be embraced and recognized,” said 
Kalbaugh, adding, “We have a challeng- 
ing job. The health and welfare of the peo- 
ple providing the service is important.” 

The whole point of the climb, he said is 


to not only raise money and awareness for 
lung cancer and respiratory illness, but 
also provide an “excellent opportunity to 
be in the public eye and support public 
relations for the fire department. 

“Tt’s very important that the fire depart- 
ment has a connection to the community 
other than the services we provide,” he said. 

“We have a multi-faceted approach [to 
the stair climb],” Kalbaugh continued. 
“It’s a fundraiser, it’s public awareness, 
it’s public relations and basically, it’s fun. 
Plus, it promotes firefighter wellness and 
firefighter safety.” 

Funds raised from the event — held at 
Monarch Place in Springfield — will bene- 
fit lung cancer research.

School department faced with cutting positions in FY ‘12

AGAWAM - The Agawam School 
Department is looking at serious staffing cuts 
as well as the addition of many educational 
fees in an effort to maintain 
a level-service budget for 
next year. Level service for 
fiscal year 2012 would 
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—— require $35,909,234 million, 
— which includes contractual 
on step raises and other unit 
—-i steps for teachers and staff. 


However, that figure does 
not include the $1,082,844 
the town was receiving in 
federal stimulus money, 
which funded about 30 posi- 
tions.

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For the last two years, 
Agawam was receiving fund- 
ing under the Federal 
Education Jobs Bill and 
Reform Act. This funding 
made roughly 36 school 
department positions possi- 
ble. Next year, however, 
there will be no more funding 
from the government. A per- 
missible carryover of the Ed 
Jobs funds from this year to 
next makes funding six posi- 
tions still possible, but anoth- 
er 30 positions would need to 
be eliminated throughout the district’s eight 
schools and administrative staff. This would 
mean retiring personnel would not be 
replaced and many others will face elimina- 
tion.

These cuts will include 
three kindergarten teachers 
(one each at Granger, Phelps, 
and Robinson Park schools); 
one grade | teacher (Clark); 
two grade 3 teachers (Clark 
and Granger); one grade 6 
math teacher (Doering); two 
English teachers (Junior 
High); two math teachers 
(Junior High); two science 
teachers (Junior High); four 
physical education teachers 
(one each at Clark, Granger, 
Robinson Park, Junior High); 
five enrichment coaches (Clark, Granger, 
Phelps, Robinson Park, Doering); three 
kindergarten paraprofessionals (Granger, 
Phelps, Robinson Park), as well as parapro- 
fessional, library, literacy coaching, reading 


recovery, and special education positions. 

Administrative and support staff cuts could 
include the administrative assistant to the 
director of business and human resources; an 
assistant principal at the high school; secre- 
tarial positions (Doering, special education, 
High School, Jr. High); and the high school 
resource officer, among others. 

These cuts would result in increased class 
sizes and limited course offerings and media 
center availability. Cuts would also affect the 
quality of the district’s programs and servic- 
es. Moreover, even if the positions are elimi- 
nated, the budget is still facing a projected 
deficit of $2 million which may need to come 
from charges to such services as transporta- 
tion, full-day kindergarten, athletics and stu- 
dent parking.

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Town seeks to have barn 
placed on national register

AGAWAM - The Massachusetts 
Historical Commission has pledged its 
support to the town of Agawam to place 
the School Street Barn on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

The town will now pursue a long 
application process that will involve the 
hiring of an employee to complete. 

“It’s a lot of work,” Planning and 
Community Development Director 
Deborah Dachos said Monday. “But 
there are a lot of benefits to having the 
barn on the historic register.” 

One of the benefits is grant money. If 
the barn makes the historic register, the 
town could qualify for up to $100,000 
in grant funding to make repairs. 
Dachos said repairs to the building to 
make use of it are the result of a survey 
compiled by the town. 

“The majority of responses we got 
back from people is that they would 
like to see it be used,” said Dachos. 

Ideas for the barn include flea mar- 
kets, craft fairs, and possibly a warming 
center when the town installs an ice 
skating rink at School Street Park next 
season. 

The barn has gone through a terrible 
amount of vandalism since the town 
purchased it in 2002, Dachos said. 

“There were windows broken, doors 
ripped out, and wood torn off the barn,” 
she said. 

Dachos described mattresses and 
candles that have been found at the site, 
which make it a fire waiting to happen. 

With the help of Community 
Preservation Act funding, the town has 
made strides to repair the barn, includ- 
ing bricking the lower level to protect 
the original wood. Windows have been 
replaced with plexi-glass to protect the 
indoors from the elements. Doors have 
also been repaired to help secure the 
building. 

After doing much research during the 
past two years, and twice applying to 
the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission, the town has received its 
support to begin pursuing historic regis- 
ter status.

lot of value,” said Dachos. “The town 
only has three other properties on the 
national register.” 

Those other properties are the 
Captain Charles Leonard House and the 
Purchase-Ferre House on Main Street 
and the Thomas and Esther House on 
North West Street. 

The School Street Barn was built 
between 1900 and 1920. It is a double 
ramp New England style barn with a 
brick and cinderblock masonry founda- 
tion. The wall is made with vertical 
barn board and it has an asphalt roof. 

The building, located at 511 School 
St., was used as an agricultural barn and 
was rented out. The barn was likely 
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used for animals, vegetable and equip- 
ment storage. Oral history suggests it 
was used for similar purposes until the 
1970s. The land around the barn was 
also actively farmed. 

The barn then suffered from neglect 
for many years before the town took 
possession of the land. It is considered 
one of the last surviving full-size his- 
toric barns in the eastern part of 
Agawam. It serves as a physical 
reminder of the community’s agricul- 
tural roots. 

It currently sits near the newly uti- 
lized School Street Park, which now 
sports a beautiful playground and sever- 
al athletic fields.

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Council divided on 
snow budget issue

AGAWAM - A majority of the Agawam 
City Council approved a resolution granti- 
ng the mayor the power to deficit spend to 
pay bills for an already overspent snow 
and ice removal budget. 

Without having accounted for plow-able 
events since Feb. 7, the budget is already 
$104,000 in the negative, city councilors 
discovered at their Feb. 22 meeting. 

City councilors Dennis Perry and Gina 
Letellier disagreed with the concept of giv- 
ing Mayor Richard Cohen what Letellier 
described as a “blank check.” 

“In the past we had this come before us 
and there has always been a dollar 
amount,” said Perry. 

Letellier agreed, and said she believed 
the council needed to set a limit to how 
much the mayor can deficit spend. She 
also wanted to know specifically where the 
money was coming from. 

The resolution authorizes “the city of 
Agawam to incur charges in excess of the 
appropriation for snow and ice removal.” 
The power to deficit spend would be given 
to Cohen. 

“This is the most generic resolution I 
have ever seen,” Letellier said. 

Perry said the council needs to do right 
by the taxpayers and closely monitor the 
amount of money being spent. 

“We are the checks and balances in this 
town,” said Perry. “There should be a limit 
to what we are approving.” 

Letellier sought to table the motion, 
which would have delayed payments to 
contracted plow operators for at least two 
more weeks. 

That idea was met with vehement oppo- 
sition by Councilor Robert Magovern and 
Council Vice President Robert Rossi. 

“I feel very strongly about this issue,” 
said Magovern. “As much as I dislike vot- 


ing for an open ended amount of money, 
we need to make sure these people get paid 
for the work they have done for the town. 
If we don’t approve this or approve it for a 
limited amount, we are going to make 
more work for the DPW to come back 
before us.” 

Perry and Letellier argued finite 
amounts had been past practice. 

Rossi said the statute allowing deficit 
spending for snow and ice removal is 
intended for situations where the town has 
harsh winters, such as this one. 

Both he and Magovern agreed the coun- 
cil needs to have faith in the town adminis- 
tration to make sure taxpayers’ money is 
not being wasted for the remainder of the 
winter. 

Letellier made a motion to table the res- 
olution for two weeks, which was second- 
ed by Perry. The motion was defeated, 7-3. 
Councilor John Walsh voted with Perry 
and Letellier. 

Councilors continued to argue that con- 
tractors need to be paid as soon as possible. 

“Making these people wait is not good 
business,” said Councilor George Bitzas. 
“These people deserve to get paid for the 
work they have done. They have already 
waited two weeks.” 

Council President Donald Rheault said 
he met with Cohen prior to the meeting. 
Rheault said he was in favor of approving 
the deficit spending and understood the sit- 
uation the town is in and the need to pay 
the contracted plowers. 

Letellier said she still would like to 
know where the additional funding would 
come from, something that also was not in 
the resolution. Rheault said the funding 
would likely come from the general unre- 
served fund. 

The resolution passed with seven in 
favor, two (Walsh and Perry) against, and 
one abstention (Letellier). 


Sewer project moving 
In right direction

AGAWAM - “Under budget” and 
“ahead of schedule” are phrases hardly 
ever used with municipal projects. 

But in the case of the Agawam 
Southwest Sewer Expansion project, both 
of these are positive terms that apply. 

The Sewer Committee convened 
Monday, Feb. 28 at Roberta Doering 
School to discuss the latest update of the 
sewer expansion project that will soon pro- 
vide 182 acres of land with increased 
potential and opportunities to create rev- 
enue for the town and increased property 
values for area residents. 


The town of Agawam has had most of 
its infrastructure hooked up to a sewer sys- 
tem for years. Now parts of Barry Street, 
Pine Street, and South Westfield Street will 
be part of Phase II of the project, which 
may break ground in the fall. 

A sewer line has already been started 
along the highway section of Route 57, 
which will take sewage to Bondi’s Island, 
which treats sewage for the town. 

City Council Vice President Robert 
Rossi, who serves as chairman of the 
Sewer Committee, said public outreach 
and proper communication to residents 
will be important in conveying the impor-

tance of hooking up to the sewer system as residents 
face betterment costs to help pay for the installation 
of the sewer system. 

Townwide, residents could face a betterment cost 
for part of the project, the installation of two pump 
stations. One will be located at Barry Street, and a 
larger pump station at Pine Street. 

“The pump stations are for the overall sewer sys- 
tem,” said Rossi. 

Phase I of the southwest project is nearing com- 
pletion, said Todd Brown, a design engineer for 
Tighe & Bond. 

“Right now we are working on a punch list of 
small corrections in order to complete the first 
phase,” he said. “But we are definitely ahead of 
schedule and we have come in under budget.” 

The cost of the first phase came in significantly 
under budget. More than $3.7 million was author- 
ized to be spent on the first phase. The total con- 
struction costs and the price for acquiring land for 
the pump stations that are part of Phase II came in at 
$2.2 million. There is approximately $1.6 million 
left in the Phase I authorization. 

Rossi said $643,600 will be spent for the design 
of Phase II and the remaining $900,000 will be 
applied to Phase II construction. Phase II is currently 
projected to cost $7.3 million. 

Brown reported Phase II would include 21,000 
feet of sewer pipeline. Rossi believes some of the 
land will be developed to add to tax base in town, 
benefiting the taxpayers. 

“This project could provide a lot of opportunities 
for development and for businesses to come in,” said 
Rossi. 

The pipeline design is at 80 percent completion 
while the designs for the pump stations are still at 25 
percent. Brown said the pump stations will be 
awarded in a separate bid contract to the pipeline 
because separating the two projects will be more 
cost effective. 

Brown is hopeful the project design will be com- 
plete later this spring and the bid process will begin 
late in the summer. He also said residents along the 
pipeline of Phase I, which includes parts of South 
Westfield Street, could be hooked up to the sewer 
system beginning in June.

something they should look into. 

“T think we’re paying way too 
much,” said Council Vice-President 
Robert Rossi. “I know there are many 
communities that are not paying this 
much.” 

The committee will pursue compar- 
ative information with other commu- 
nities to see what the salaries of cer- 
tain department heads are. 

Another troubling figure the commit- 
tee ran into was that of salaries in the 
police department. Perry noted there are 
eight employees at police headquarters 
earning more than the mayor. The aver- 
age employee there earns $64,000 per 
year, he said. 

Rossi said the city council needs to 
have more control over contract negoti-

ations for higher-level employees with- 
in the town. 

“The way to control the lower level 
jobs is to control the higher level jobs,” 
he said. 

Councilor Gina Letellier expressed 
concern over new union contracts set to 
be approved at the next regular council 
meeting. 

“If we sign those contracts, that 
might limit what we can do with the re- 
organization committee,” said Letellier. 

She said if the councilors vote to 
fund the first year of the contract, they 
are buying all three years of the con- 
tract, which is for five unions: the cleri- 
cal employees, administrative, patrol- 
men’s, police supervisors, and the fire- 
fighters union. Currently, it is the 
mayor’s job to negotiate with the 
unions. 


The finance committee meeting was 
cancelled this week after councilors on 
the committee learned they cannot dis- 
cuss the individual parts of the contract. 

“What is the point of having a meet- 
ing if we can’t discuss anything?” asked 
Rheault. 

The only thing councilors are 
allowed to discuss in the finance com- 
mittee meeting is whether or the coun- 
cil should fund the contract. 

The Reorganization Committee will 
continue doing research on town 
departments and salaries as well as how 
unions play into a potential reorganiza- 
tion process. Their next meeting is 
scheduled for Tuesday, March 15 at 7 
p.m. The location of the meeting was 
not announced at presstime.

Agawam Public Schools 
Superintendent Dr. Mary A. 


Czajkowski has presented a level-fund- 
ed budget for the last two years, being 
asked, she said, to essentially “do more 
with less, as fixed costs have risen 
while the bottom line remained the 
same.” The school department’s budget 


for fiscal year 2009 and fiscal year 
2010 was $34 million both years. This 
year’s budget makes $34 million avail- 
able, but requires $36 million, meaning 
the department will need to assess addi- 
tional fees or make additional cuts in 
order to close the $2 million gap. 
Tentative proposals to make up this 
deficit include fees for full-day kinder- 
garten; busing; athletics; school clubs 


such as the Key Club, Student 
Government, and National Honor 
Society; high school student parking; 
and marching and jazz band, as well as 
the elimination of freshman sports. 
Czajkowski is urging the town to 
attend the budget workshops this budg- 
et season. The next budget workshop 
will be held March 15 at 5 p.m. at the 
Agawam Jr. High School library.

Coan responded to the recent spike in gaso- 
line prices across the state by warning resi- 
dents of the dangers of hoarding gasoline. 

“All of us have felt the pinch of skyrocket- 
ing gasoline prices but hoarding gasoline and 
storing it in the home is not a solution,” he 
said. “Gasoline should never be stored inside 
the home as there are so many possible igni- 
tion sources.” 

According to Coan, gasoline vapors will 


travel and find a heat source. The risk of fire, 
explosion or environmental pollution from 
storing gasoline is very high. 


Storage 
Mass. General Law states that a maximum 
of one quart of gasoline may be stored in any 
part of any building used for human habita- 
tion, which includes attached garages. Up to 
one gallon may be stored in a shed or 
detached garage if it is 50 feet away from the

AHS increases on-time graduation rate 


Faced with a growing dropout rate, 
Agawam High School decided to make a 
change. In January 2009, the school imple- 
mented a digital courseware program and 
after just one semester, increased their gradu- 
ation rate 2.7 percent. After one year, it rose 
to four percent. 

“During that initial semester our main 
focus was on seniors in jeopardy of not grad- 
uating,” said Principal Steven Lemanski. 
“We used graduation requirements as a 
framework to determine which seniors we 
would approach and place in digital courses. 
Any senior that was short credits for gradua- 
tion was targeted to participate. Then 
depending upon availability, we created 
offerings for students in all grade levels in 
the area of math,” he explained. “If a student 
had completely failed a math course, we 
offered them the opportunity to take a digital 
course where they could progress at their 


own pace.” 

Lemanski describes their early results, 
“This has been the answer to many student 
dilemmas at Agawam High School. After 
using the program for just one semester, 12 
students were able to get back to grade level 
through credit recovery and graduate with 
their original class. We continue to learn new 
ways to use it and we are able to save quite a 
few students because of it. It has solved many 
problems for this high school principal.” 

“This is a great program. It helped me 
learn things I was having difficulty with and 
allowed me to get my diploma sooner than 
expected,” said AHS senior Adam Kingan. 
After one year of use the graduation rate 
continued to climb. According to the 
Massachusetts Board of Education, 
Agawam High School increased its on-time 
graduation rate from 83 percent in 2008 to 
87 percent in 2009.

Safety top concern for Six Flags president 


AGAWAM - Jason Freeman is no stranger 
to Agawam; he has been working in town on 
and off since the mid-1980s when, as a high 
school student, he parked cars for Riverside 
Park, now Six Flags New England. 

And though the West Springfield native 
moved out of state around 2001 after living 
in Agawam for four years, he returned to the 
area in 2005 to serve as safety and security 
manager, director of general services and 
director of operations and risk management. 
He is now a resident of Westfield. 

After 26 years with Six Flags, Freeman 
took over as president of the New England 
park in June 2010. This year marks his first 
full season as head of Six Flags New 
England. 


traffic heading into the parking lot across the 
street. As the theme park has grown, several 
residents have made a business of selling park- 
ing spaces for less than Six Flags, which 
charges $15 in most places for visitors to park. 

According to Freeman, the park has spent 
over $15 million to comply with city ordi- 
nances, to prevent traffic tie-ups on Main 
Street and to ensure parking for 5,000 vehi- 
cles. A tram service from the parking areas to 
the park helps to keep visitors safe, he said. 

The private parking businesses have creat- 
ed a hazard as park visitors walk down Main 
Street to get to the entrance. 

Freeman said he doesn’t begrudge any- 
body in town trying to run a business, but 
said he feels the individuals charging park

residents with being supportive of Six Flags Jason Freeman 


and said he hopes to see initiatives surround- 
ing safety issues improve as the season approaches. 

Last year, thanks to increased effort by Agawam Town 
Hall officials, the State Department of Transportation agreed 
to install sidewalks along Main Street near Six Flags in an 
effort to increase pedestrian safety for those park visitors who 
choose to park in off-site, unregulated parking areas. 

Several years ago, breakdown lanes were eliminated from 
Main Street (Route 159) in order to create a right turn lane for 


regulations as well. 

And in a time when many companies are 
scaling back due to budget cuts, Six Flags is moving towards 
hiring 3,000 people for its 2011 season. 

A job fair was held late last month for positions including 
admissions, food, games, lifeguards, loss prevention, park 
services, promotions, retail and rides.
